Authorities quickly apprehended two male 
teenagers Sept. 17 who escaped the Northern 
Kentucky Youth Development Center.

School enrollment holds steady

With students settled into classroom 
routines, enrollment is holding steady at 
local schools. 

Grant County Schools saw a slight 
increase district-wide from last school year 
with 14 additional students enrolled this 
year, according to data after Labor Day. 

The total number of students in the 
district is 3,957. 

“In a district our size, this is not a sig¬ 
nificant increase in the number of stu¬ 
dents,” said Jim Lacey, director of pupil 
personnel for Grant County Schools. “This 
is part of the normal year to year enroll¬ 
ment fluctuation. Although, it is better to

be up in enrollment no matter by how 
small of an amount.” 

Of the district’s seven schools, three 
decreased in enrollment while four 
increased its student population. 

Dry Ridge Elementary has 531 stu¬ 
dents, down 13 from last year while 
Mason-Corinth Elementary’s 375-student 
enrollment is down nine from last year. 
The biggest drop came at Grant County 


Middle School where the 803 students 
enrolled were a drop of 51 from the previ¬ 
ous year. 

“This number is a little atypical,” Lacey 
said. “We don’t typically lose that many 
students in one school in one year. This can 
be partially explained by the fact that we 
promoted 29 more eighth graders to the 
high school than we replaced with incom¬ 
ing sixth graders.” 

The smallest increases came at Sherman 
Elementary, which gained four students 
for an enrollment of 506, and Eagle Creek 
Academy, which increased by eight to 25 
students.

They don’t want to see the cold 
hard facts of life. I don’t go to 
Tennessee near as much as I’d like to 
but when I do go, I spend most of my 
time with them. 

I have always had a bond with 
Dustin, even though we are miles 
apart. A bond that no one nor anything 
can break. 

I find strength in his attitude 
toward life. He is extremely religious 
and goes to church most Sundays 
when he is able. I find strength in his 
bravery. He has never been frightened 
of dying, which is a real possibility if 
he’s not watched closely. 

He’ll get pneumonia and wind up 


in the hospital. Everyday things that 
you and me take for granted he will 
never be able to do and yet he has the 
most positive outlook on life. I have 
always been proud to call him my 
brother. 

• My mamaw, she’s a pistol now 
I’ll tell you. She never lets anything 
get her down. I have watched as she 
has made some of the most important 
decisions and put her own needs 
aside for others. She is not my 
biological grandmother, although she 
is the only grandmother I have ever 
known. 

This is one reason why I am the 
way I am about family. It’s not about 
blood; it’s about loving someone 
unconditionally and being there 
when it counts.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Fruiting bodies, 
flowering plants 

M old, algae, moss, lichen, liverworts, 
ferns and mushrooms are among sev¬ 
eral dozen different plants that are 
considered non-flowering. Most plants that 
are included in our landscapes flower in some 
form or fashion. If you think they don’t it is 
simply because the bloom is so insignificant it 
goes unnoticed. 

The simplest plant on earth, and the begin¬ 
ning of life according to science, is bacteria. 
Bacteria actually reproduce by fission. Sim¬ 
ply put, it splits itself in two. Under favor¬ 
able conditions bacteria actually cause and al¬ 
low the rapid spread of many plant diseases. 
Blights, crown galls, cankers, root rots, wilt 
diseases and fasciation, among other things. 
Bacterial diseases are the most difficult to con¬ 
trol. If all you have to do is split yourself in 
two to reproduce, well, who do you think will 
win? 

Most non-flowering plants, however, are 
considered fungi. Fungi lack chlorophyll so 
they have evolved to feed themselves in dif¬ 
ferent ways. Fungi feed off an organic host, 
they form an underground mycelium which is 
a thread-like mass and is the life line between 
the above ground fruiting body and the organic 
matter it feeds on. The mycelium underground 
and the spore producing 
fruiting body take care of 
perpetuating the species. 

Some fungi will spread 
underground via the my¬ 
celium as it feeds. For 
example, the mushrooms 
that form in a circle or 
ribbon of darker green 
grass, called a fairy ring, 
is actually a spreading un¬ 
derground network of my¬ 
celium. As the mycelium 
feeds on the organic mat- 
Weekend ter in the ground it pro- 
Gardener duces nitrogen that makes 
the grass green. As the 
cycle continues the myce¬ 
lium eventually leaves dead grass in its wake 
as it moves and grows underground. When the 
weather I right we see the fruiting bodies ap¬ 
pear above ground in the fairy ring in the form 
of cup mushrooms or marasmius. 

Ink caps are growing under the blackberries 
where woodchips mulch the area; puff balls 
show up every year around the lilacs; stink 
horns are showing their rudely phallic slimy 
red bodies; and the fly amanita, related to the 
infamous death cap and destroying angel has 
popped up en mass in the white pine grove. I 
am no mushroom expert, to be sure, but that’s 
what these great little fungi look like to me. 
They are beautiful. 

Mother Nature at her best 

I really like mushrooms, to eat and to en¬ 
joy in the garden. However, I never mix the 
two experiences. One of the powerful defense 
mechanism that many mushrooms have is that 
they are toxic. Degrees of toxicity vary from 
deadly to just causing nausea. It is also dif¬ 
ficult to distinguish many safe mushroom spe¬ 
cies from deadly ones. The conventional wis¬ 
dom is not to eat wild mushrooms unless you 
really know what you are doing. 

There are other fungi present in the soil 
that are not always apparent above the ground. 
These fungi have symbiotic relationships with 
our plants in the vegetable garden and in the 
landscape. Mycorrhizal fungi make nitrogen 
available to our woody plants unless we dis¬ 
turb the balance by over applying processed 
forms of nitrogen. There are species of fungi 
in the soil that make vegetables healthier as 
long as we do not disturb the soil by over till¬ 
ing and applying chemical fertilizers. 

Fundamentally nature has a way of provid¬ 
ing what is needed to subsist, whether you are 
a fungi or chlorophyll-filled flowering plant. 
Save your leaves this fall and use them as 
mulch beneath the trees that they fell from; use 
them to mulch your vegetable patch and gently 
turn them under in the spring. Mimic nature as 
closely as you can and you may be delighted 
by the healthy results.

Do you want to dance? 

Dry Ridge Dance features ballet, jazz, lyrical, hip hop

Cathy Smith’s eye spar¬ 
kle when she talks about 
her love of dance. 

It’s that passion she has 
for teaching others that 
prompted her to open Dry 
Ridge Dance in the Dry 
Ridge Outlet Mall earlier 
this month. 

“I live and breathe 
dance, 24/7,” she said, 
smiling. 

At 7 or 8 years old, after 
attending a Western show 
on a family vacation and 
seeing Can Can dancers, 
she told her mother that 
when she grew up, danc¬ 
ing is what she was going 
to do. 

Smith is a native of 
West Virginia. Her fam¬ 
ily moved to Florida when 
she was 5 and she first got 
interested in acrobatics 
around age 11, but fell in 
love with dancing when 
she made her high school 
dance team. 

“I had a good teacher,” 
Smith said. “Our director 
was a retired ballet instruc¬ 
tor.” 

She attended the Palm 
Beach Ballet Center, af¬ 
ter the family moved to 
Florida. This is the studio 
that Billy Bell, one of the 
top 10 finalists on So You 
Think You Can Dance, 
also studied. 

After attending college 
for one semester, but feel¬ 
ing unsatisfied as an art 
history major, she started 
dancing professionally 
at theme parks. She also 
choreographed theme park 
shows for four years. 

In 1982, she was one of 
the featured dancers at the 
World’s Fair in Knoxville, 


Tenn. She also danced in 
the movie “Cocoon.” 

Along the way, Smith 
has either owned/co¬ 
owned or worked at vari¬ 
ous dance studios from 
Florida to Texas to Califor¬ 
nia and now in Kentucky. 

“Teaching is just in my 
blood. My dad is a retired 
school teacher and I got 
the bug from him,” she 
said. 

She said she tried 
through the years to get 
away from teaching, but 
always came back to it. 

Her first class was 3 and 
4 year olds when she was 
just 18 herself. 

Her husband, a Cincin¬ 
nati native, worked in the 
food industry and the fam¬ 
ily moved around a lot. 

While living in Hous¬ 
ton, her daughters got 
interested in competitive 
cheerleading and that is 
where Smith discovered 
there was also competitive 
dancing. 

The family decided to 
put down some long-term 
roots after 9-11 when her 
husband was flying for 
work. 

“He said he had to get 
off the road and when he 
asked me where I wanted 
to live, I told him where 
there was snow, since I’d 
lived all over the place 
so we came back to this 
area,” Smith said. 

She opened Progres¬ 
sions Dance Studio in 
Union, which she eventu¬ 
ally sold. 

After teaching at other 
studios, she felt the desire 
to have her own place and 
she thought Grant County 
was a good market with 
only one other dance stu¬ 
dio in Williamstown.

“There are a lot of dance 
studios in Boone County 
and I did my homework 
and decided this would 
be a good place to open 
a dance studio,” she said. 
“I think it’s good to give 
people a choice because 
different instructors have 
different styles.” 

Her original thought 
was to open an indepen¬ 
dent studio but after talk¬ 
ing with Nick Brummer, 
owner of Grant County 
Martial Arts, decided to 
take him up on his offer to 
use space in his dojo. 

“We put in the dance 
floor and mirrors and set 
up a reception area and 
were ready to go,” she 
said. 

Dry Ridge Dance cur¬ 
rently offers classes from 
4:30 to 9:30 p.m. on Tues¬ 
day and Thursday for chil¬ 
dren and ages 17 and older. 
Additional classes could 
be added with enough in¬ 
terest. 

Smith, along with Mary 
Unterrenier, are the in¬ 
structors. Smith specializ¬ 
es in ballet and jazz, which 
are her favorite dance 
styles, while Unterrenier 
teaches hip hop. 

“I also love lyrical 
dance because it tells a sto¬ 
ry,” she said. “It has a little 
more freedom from bal¬ 
let. It’s not as disciplined. 
Basically, you listen to the 
music and hear the words 
and put the story to move¬ 
ment.” 

Her parents assist at 
the studio with her mother 
serving as the reception¬ 
ist and her father as the 
handyman. 

She also teaches at the 
Cincinnati Ballet Acade¬ 
my and is certified through 


the Dance Masters of 
America. She has studied 
under Mia Michaels, Joe 
Tremane, Finis Jong and 
Jeff Amsden. 

In 2000, Smith’s All- 
Star dance team were 
grand national champions 
in the Ameri-Dance com¬ 
petition in Dallas. In 2009, 
the Ryle Raiderettes were 
the national champions 
in Hip Hop in the Ameri- 
Dance competition. Smith 
served as the coach and 
choreographer. 

She describes herself as 
a hands-on teacher. 

“Dance doesn’t just 


happen,” she said. “Stu¬ 
dents have to start at the 
beginning and learn little 
things and then put those 
together to make medium 
steps and then move onto 
bigger steps.” 

She appreciates that 
shows like So You Think 
You Can Dance or Danc¬ 
ing With The Stars have 
brought dancing back to 
the main stream. 

“The only problem is 
that when kids see that on 
television and think they 
can come into the studio 
and get tricks in a snap. 
It doesn’t work that way,”

Crittenden-Mt. Zion Elementary 
has 22 more students than last year, 
bringing its total to 554. 

The largest increase was at Grant 
County High School where an increase 
of 53 students brought its enrollment 
to 1,163. 

Lacey said the district’s enrollment 
numbers have been stable over the last 
several years. 

“We are not losing students, but we 
aren’t really growing significantly 
either,” he said, adding that the enroll¬ 
ment has not risen to a level where 
planning for a new school is neces¬ 
sary. 

“We would have to see a signifi¬ 


cant increase in our enrollment over a 
long period of time before we would 
have that discussion,” Lacey said. 
“We are comfortable with where we 
are at facilities-wise right now.” 

At Williamstown Independent 
Schools, the district decreased its 
enrollment slightly by eight students 
from the end of last school year, 
according to numbers taken after the 
Labor Day holiday. 

Williamstown Independent has 
846 students currently, including 394 
at the elementary school, 196 in the 
junior high and 256 in the high school. 

While WES and Williamstown 
Junior High saw decreases of 18 and 
four students, respectively, WHS 
gained 14 students from last year. 

“We’ve been right at about 850 


students,” Williamstown Elementary 
Principal David Poer, who serves as 
district director of pupil personnel, 
said about enrollment the past few 
years. “We’re at right where we’ve 
been. It really depends on the year. 
I’ve had some years where we really 
pick up some kids for some reason 
late into things.” 

Poer recalls that the largest recent 
enrollment increase took place during 
the 2010-11 school year when the 
district had 887 students. 

Although all three schools are 
housed in one building, Poer said 
there is still plenty of room for growth 
if need be. 

“The school buildings as they are 
now can hold 1,000 to 1,200 kids,” he 
said. “We’re still OK as far as space.”

Improvements include repaint¬ 
ing the large cannon outside the 
building, a new sign and more and 
improved landscaping. 

“We wanted to clean it up so the 
families of these young men would 
be proud of this memorial,” she 
said. 

A benefit spaghetti dinner will 
be held after the dedication cere¬ 
mony. Cost is $8 for all you can 
eat. 

The post has planned monthly 
activities through the end of the 
year to be able to pay to drywall 
the inside of the building.
